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The unprecedented rain of 
Thursday has resulted in un- 
told damage throughout 
Georgia. In the middle sec- 
tion of the state every stream 
has left its banks, and in 
numbers of counties every 
bridge has been washed 
away. ; 

Athens, Augusta and 
other places are in darkness 
on account of flood interfer- 
ing with the electric light 
plants. 

At placcs the rain was 
accompanied by wind of cy- 
clonic force. Terrell county 
was swept, one man being 
killed and several injured. 

Oglethorpe county was 
also ravaged by wind and, 
Williamson, in Spalding 

. county, reports heavy loss 
from the same cause. 

At Macon the Ocmulgee is 
higher than ever known, and 
six houses have been swept 
away. 

At Columbus the river was 
stationary at midnight, and 
it was hoped that no more 
damage would result. 
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Columbus, Ga., February 2.—The Chat- 
tahoochee river at this point is. still 
raging, but the rise is now very slow. It 
has overflowed its banks in many places 
in the city, and the water is up in the 
yards of residences and in the floors of 
work shops.

Fears for Lower Bridge. 

Constant fear is entertained of the 
lower wagon bridge, which is the only 
one left across to Alabama. At ll o’clock 
tonight the water is in a few inches of 
the flooring, and its safety is question- 
able. If the river should happen te take 
a jump up tonight, which is generally ex- 
pected, it is doubtful if morning will find 
ihe bridge there. Jt is a wooden struc- 
ture, planked on the sides and covered 
over the -top with shingles, and its de- 
struction would mean the loss of the 
Mobile and Girard railecad bridge just 
half a block below. The railroad authori- 
ties keep their bridge weighted dowm with 
cars of coal across the entire. length. 

Reports. from the vicinity around say 
ell the bridges on the creeks are washed 
away. Every bridge on Bull creek in the 
county is either gone or damaged. 

The Mobile and Girard railroad track is 
under water to a depth of 3 or 4 feet on 
the Bickerstaff place, 6 miles below here, 
for a dozen miles. The first train over 
the Seaboard in-two days arrived at 10 
o'clock tonight. 

The submerged main of the water com- 
pany refused to work, and the pumps 
from the river were put on. Under this 
arrangement the city is as well protected 
from fire as. at any time. In an inter- 
view today the president of the Columbus 
Fire. Insurance Exchange said that the 
system af pressure had been examined 
and pronounced perfectly satisfactory. 

River on a Standstill. 

At midnight the Chattahoochee is on a 
standstill. It is 35 feet above Jow-water 
mark, and breaks all records since 1886. 
It is believed that it will now slowly sub- 
side. The stream is now within’3 feet of 
the floor of the lower wagon bridge. The 
bridge was at one time considered in 
great danger, but the probability now is 
that it will be saved. The steamer Queen 
City arrived at the wharf safely today, 
having failed to encounter the wreckage 
of the. upper bridge.

Train Came Near Plunging Into 
Washout Near Toccoa. 

Toccoa, Ga., February 28.—(Special.)— 
The wind and rain predicted for this sec- 
tion  westerdavy reached Tocgo@ about 
moon and lasted until afte idnight 
last night. During that time the fall 
was 4.57 inches and at times the wind blew 
a terrific gale. Today there are no trains 
north on the main line of the Southern 
railway and there have been none for 
twentv-four hours. 

Last night about 9 o'clock a washout 
was discovered between Mount Airy and 
Aversville. and the Bell was cut off 
from reaching its destination, Toccoa. 
The Bell was backed to Mount Airy and 
the’ washout reported by its crew. Im- 
mediately ‘all the work trains between 
' Atlanta and Greenville were called out. 
The washout is a serious one and was 
discovered only a few minutes before the 
Bell came at full speed down the moun- 
tain. The fact that some work was being 
done at the very spot where the-washout 
eccurred and that the fill was being 
watched closely doubtless prevented a 
vyery. disastrous accident.

CYCLONE CUTS A SWATH 
~ THRO’ TERRELL COUNTY 


Dawson,-Ga., February 28.--(Special.)— 
A terrific rain and wind storm passed 
over Terrell county “between 8 and 9 
o'clock last night, doing much damage to 
property, killing one man, a negro, and 
seriously wounding -several others. 

The wind’s course was in~a northeast- 
erly direction,. striking this. county at the 
farm of K. McNeil, 3 miles south of Daw- 
son, where a stockage was blown down, 
one mule ki.led and another injured. 

Its next serious damage was. at the 
farm cof Mrs. .G. R. Cannon, where two 
tenant houses were blown down. A ne- 
gro man named Matt Garrett was killed; 
a negro woman's collar. bone broken, and 
~~ negro man’s skull fractured, which is 
expected to produce death. Two tenant 
houses on the farm of W. C. Dillon were 
blown down, and on the farm of Will 


where the storm hit this county. Mr.

BY SNOW SLIDE 


From Thirty to Seventy-Five 
Miners are Killed Near 
Telluride, Colo. 


THREE SLIDES RUSHED 
ON THE DOOMED MINERS 


Victims Are Buried in a Deep Can- 
yon Beneath Tons of Snow, 
Rocks and Logs — Death 
List May Never Be 
Known. 


Telluride, Colo., February 28.—The most 
terrible snow slide cever known in Colo- 
rado caused the deaths of from thirty to 
seventy-five at the Liberty Bell mine, on 
Smuggler mountain today. Although the 
scene of the disaster is scarcely 2 miles 
from thig town, information is difficult 
to obtain, on account of the precipitous 
character of the -roads, and the vast 
amount of sgow. Nearly all the build- 
ings of the Liberty Bell mine were car- 
ried down by the slide, all the books 
which show the number and names of the 
men employed being lost, so the death 
list can hardly be known for many hours, 
pogsibly not until the rescuers shall have 
removed the immense quantity of snow, 
‘rocks and logs from the canyon where 
the victims He buried. 

It seems that two slides occurred prac- 
tically in the same place, the second 
burying those who were trying to rescue 
the victims of the first. 

The first slide occurred at 7:30 o’clock 
this morning, while the men of the day 
shift were preparing for their day’s work. 
About two hundred men are employed 
in the mines and mills of the Liberty Bell 
company, and less than half of these 
were at work at the time of the accident. 
The others were in the boarding house 
or bunk house near by. Both these build- 
ings were carried down the mountain- 
side a distance of 2,000 feet and crushed 
by tons of snow. 

It was 10 o'clock. before news of the 
disaster reached Telluride. At once a 
number of men started for the scene. 
Meantime the surviving employees of the 
Kiberty Bell began the work of rescuing 
the victims of the slide. Several were 
taken out alive, and a dozen or more 
bodies were removed from the snow, 
which lay piled 2% feet deep in the bot- 
tom of the canyon. A little after noon 
a second slide, starting a short ‘distance 
above-the first, and prgctically following 
its track, swept down the mountainside, 
burying many of the rescuers. 

A third slide came down at 3 o'clock, 
about a mile below the Liberty Bell 
mines, and Gus Vor Tintel, John Powell 
and Paul Dalphra, who were on their re- 
turn from the scene of the catastrophe, 
were swept away. 

Harry Chase lost his life at the Lib- 
erty Bell while assisting in the rescue 
of the unfortunates of the first slide of 
this morning.

electric storm late yesterday evening and 
last night. So far as is known no bulld- 
ings were struck by lightning, but many 
windows were broken in different parts 
of the city By the shocks from the peals 
of thunder. About 100 lights were broken 
in Mrs. H. V. Cleveland’s house on Ken- 
nesaw avenue. Lights were also broken 
in the Sessions building and in Professor 
F. L. Freyer’s building on the public 
square. No-other damage hag been re- 
ported, except washing of farms. 


STREAMS BOOM IN NEWTON. 


Nearly All Bridges Gone, Including 
One at Snapping Shoals.

Yesterday afternoon and last night Cov- 
ington was visitéd by one of the heaviest 
rain storms in its history. The downpour 
was steady from 10 o'clock in the morn-.

Complaint* of Italians Working in 
Carolina Phosphate Works. 


WORK UNDER PADRONE SYSTEM 


Allege They Are Compelled To Sleep 
in Stables Under Guard—An 
Investigation Is Ordered. 


Columbia, 8. C., February 2%.—(Special.' 
The Italian consul at Charleston has 
made complaint to the governor about 
the abuse cf Italian laborers at the Pon- 
Pon phosphate works in Colleton county. 
Every year or two this complaint is made, 
but the investigations do not reveal much. 
It is known, however, that many of the 
allegations are correct. 

The complaint is that Italians are 
brought here from New York and worked 
under the padrone system. Promised $1.25 
per day, they are given 50-cemts and that 
is charged for board, lodging, etc. While 
they are working the debt for their pas- 
sage down they are kept under guard and 
housed like convicts in stables. Those 
who escape and are not shot by the 
guards are pursued, caught ard returned 
to their Italian bosses. The mine owners 
only deal with the head man, who brings 
these Italians to work. 

That is the story as to!d by Consul 
Sottile to the governor. ‘Governor Mc- 
Sweeney has ordered Soliciter Henry to 
visit the Pon Pon works and make a 
thorough investigation.

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THE PRESIDENT 


Charleston Exposition Di- 
rectors Pass Resolu- 
tions. 


HOPE PRESIDENT WILL 
ATTEND THEIR BIG SHOW 


Lieutenant Governor Tillman Says 
His Withdrawal of Invitation to 
Mr. Roosevelt Has Nothing 
To Do with His Contem- 
plated Visit. 


Charieston, S. C., February 28.—At the 
meeting of the board of directors of the 
exposition company tonight Colonel J. 2m 
Tillman’s message to President Roosevelt 
was fully discussed and the following res- 
olutiong unanimously adopted: 

“Resolved, That the president of the 
exposition company be, and hereby is, 
requested to communicate at once with 
his excellency, Theodore Roosevelt, the 
president of the United States, and ex- 
tend to him the cordial greetings and good 
wishes of this board of directors, with 
assurances that we look forward to his 
promised visit to the exposition with the 
greatest pleasure, and that he will re- 
ceive from our people the warmest wel- 
come. 

“Resolved, further, That the president 
be informed that this board of directors 
deny any responsibility for the recent 
communication made by Colonel J. H. 
Tillmah to President Roosevelt, and ex- 
press their utter lack of sympathy with 
his action in that matter.’’ 

A committee was appointed by ths 
board of directors to convey this action 
to President Roosevelt. 

The city council will hold a special 
meeting tomorrow to take actiog in this 
matter. 

At Edgefield this evening ° Lieutenant 
Governor Tillman, nephew of the senator, 


| said in regard to his telegram to Presi- 


dent Hoosevelt withdrawing the Iinvita- 
tion to present the Jenkins sword: 

“I regret very much that I am com- 
pelled to make any further statement in 
this matter. I do not see why it has 
called forth so much comment, but I do 
not propose to be placed in the light by 
my conduct of having been the cause of 
President Roosevelt’s decision not to at- 
tend the Charleston exposition. If such 
construction has been placed upon it, 
either by him or the citizens of Charles- 
ton, I deplore it deeply. He may, how- 
ever, make this the pretext for not at- 
tending the exposition, officially or other- 
wise, and did not attempt to represent it 
in my telegram to the president. 

“The matter of the presentation of the 


Sword was purely a private and social 


concern, with which those now loud in 
their criticism of me had nothing to do. 


'As for the telegrams received by me from 


contributors, that is a mattér with which 
those who did not contribute have no con- 
cern. I have no doubt, ‘however, that 
they, like myself, are ready to abide by 
the result of their action. I do not care, 
and do not propose to have anythfig 
more to say, however I may be slan- 
dered.”’

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CAR SHOPS FOR WAYCROSS. 


Atlantic and Birmingham Wailroad 
Company To Build T". re. 
“Waycross, Ga., February %. —(Special.) 
Within thirty days a force of hands will 
be at work building cars anc if the ex- 
periments prove satisfactory permanent 
shops for the building of cars will be 
erected in Waycross. sine Atlantic and 
Birmingham Railway Coripany will be 
gin work just as soon as the necessary 
machinery, which has already been or- 
dered, arrives, on the manufacture of a 
dozen freight cars to be used on that 

railroad. 
George Dole Wadley, vice president of 

the Atlantic and Birmingham, undertook 

to purchase some freight cars for his 


road, and found, to his astonishment, that 


all the car factories were overstocked 
with orders, having as many already 
ahead as they could possibly fil within 
six months. He was not in position to 
wait for his cars, as they were needed 
at once on the road, and this led to put- 
ting in the machinery necessary for man- 
ufacturing cars here. 

This will necessitate a large increase 
in the force already employed by the At- 
lantic and Birmingham people. It will 
give work to more carpenters, more 
blacksmiths and more macMinists, and 
Mr. Wadley states that if the experiment 
is successful and finds that it will be 
profitable, that the shops will be great- 
ly enlarged and that all the cars used 
on that road will be manufactured in 
Waycross.

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The President and Anarchy. 

The remarks of President Roose- 
velt at’ a banquet to veterans 
of the federal army, in which 
be extolled .them as those -who 
had “fought against anarchy” in the 
Conflict between the states from 1861 
to 1865, have justly excited some im- 
Ppassioned comment in the southern 
newspapers. 

The president is an Memealate’ man 
and speaks and acts often without 
that deliberation that is desirable in 
‘one filling his exalted position. Yet 


it seems that no amount of generous |- 


impulge toward the old soldiers who 
were before him, or enthusiasm for 
the cause they upheld, should explain 
his singular misuse of the word “an- 
- a@rchy”: on that’ occasion. He knows 
@s well as any man living that the 
southern people were. ‘not anarchists 
and that the ends they sought in the 
bloody arbitrament of battle were not 
anarchistic either for themselves or 
their foes. 

en of the president’s own family 
w4#re conspicuous naval officers on the 
southern side of. the civil war and he. 
must know that they were not anarch- 
ists; even in the academic sense of 
the word. His own mother’s sympa- 
thies were with the south in that con- 
fiict and he would be. the first to re- 
sent the imputation that she was an 
anarchist, even in a poetic sense. Why, 
then, should he have recklessly em- 
ployed the offensive epithet at all? 

We are ready to believe that it was 
thoughtlessly used, on the spur of. 
the moment, and arose from a vagari- 
ous association of ideas expressed in 
the event and its patriotic vocabulary. 
But he ought to be brave enough to 
admit the misappucation of the infa- 
mous word. His chivalry, his sense 
of self-respect, his regard for the 
‘brave soldier-dead Of his family. and 
his sense of justice should prompt 
him to a frank disavowal of the ex- 
pression and its unmerited applica- 
tion to the people of the south. 

It may be that he will think this an 
immaterial matter and that it will 
soon be forgotten. But it will not be 
so forgotten. There is a sting in it 
‘that brave and honorable men resent. 
And the only way to have it forgotten 
is for him who indiscreetly employes 
the epithet to genercusly and frankly 
disavow it.

60,000, has been making 
heavy gains within the past few years, 
and the figures for the decade show 
that she has gained 74 per cent. Some 
of the southern cities, like Memphis, 
Baltimore and New Orleans, have 
made large gains, but nothing to com- 
pare with some of the northern cities; 
while on the other hand many of the 
southern cities, like Chattanooga, Dal- 
las, Nashville, Vicksburg, Petersburg 
and Richmond, have shown marked 
losses in negro population. 

What the eventual result of this ap- 
parent drift may be it is difficult to 
tell, but the figures call for thought- 
ful study on the part of those who 
are interested in the solution of the 
negro problem. However, our own be- 
lief is that in spite of occasional inter- 
State migrations the great preponder- 
ating bulk of the negro population will 
always remain in the south and the 
problem until it is finally settled will 
continue to be peculiarly and distinct- 
ively our own.

Territories Seeking To Become States 

Since the house committee on terri- 
tories has decided unanimously to rec- 
ommend the passage of -the bills for 
the admission of Arizona, New Mexico 
and Oklahoma to statehood, it is likely 
that congress will take favorable ac- 
tion upon the measures at an early 
date. So far as meeting the required 
ments imposed by the constitutior 
upon territories preliminary to assum- 


‘ing the honors of statehood is con- 


cerned it appears that each of the 
territories amply fulfilis the condi- 
tions and is clearly entitled to admis- 
sion, < 

The federal census for 1900 credits 
Arizona with 122,931 inhabitants, New 
Mexico with 195,310 and Oklahoma 
with 398,331. Arizona exceeds — in 
population both Wyoming and Ne- 
vada; New Mexico exceeds Delaware 
and Idaho, in addition to the states 
aoove named; while Oklahoma, which 
is the largest of the territories in 
population, exceeds in add-.ion Ver- 
mont, North Dakota, Montana and 


Utah. Arizona, with an area of 113,024 
square miles, and New Mexico, with’ 
an area of 122,580 square miles; are4 


larger than any of the forty-five states: 
of the union with the exception of 
Texas, Mcntana and California; but 
both territoriés are rather sparsely 
settled. On the.other hand, Oklahoma 
contains an area of only 39,030 square 
miles and is smaller in size than 
thirty-three of the states of the union, 
but the territory is rather thickly 
populated and the inhabitants are 
wide-awake, progressive and enter- 
prising. : 

The density of population in Ari- 
zona is one person to the square mile; 
in New Mexico 1.6 to the square mile, 
and in Oklahoma 10.3 to the square 
mile. All of the territories are more 
densely populated than Nevada, whose 
present density is less than 0.4, but 
Nevada has declined in population 
since being admitted into the union. 
Oklahoma in density of population 
ranks ahead of California, whose aver- 
age is only 9.7, while at least nine 
other states fall below this record. 
While there are apparently good rea- 
sons for admitting Arizona and New 
Mexico, there are still better ones for 
admitting Oklahoma; and Oklahoma 
is certain to be invested with the 
honors of statehood, whether-the oth- 
ers are or not. | 

Oklahoma is peopled by energetic 
settlers who have gathered into the 
territory from every point of the com- 
pass, carrying. with them the hardi- 
hood of the pioneer without his reck- 
lessness or his open defiance of law. 
Many progressive towns have sprung 
up over the territory and educati nal 
facilities are general. On account 
of the resources of the territory, agri- 
cultural as well as mineral, there is 
every reason to believe that the future 
of the territory is one of assured) 
growth and provpery. 


Following in Grover’s Footprints. 
Some of the newspapers are dis- 
cussing the evident purpose of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to push ‘his project for 
Cuban reciprocity through congress 
in spite of its opposing leaders and 
to use his patronage as the crowbar 
with which to “pinch it through.” 
They say the case is similar to that 
which confronted Mr. Cleveland in 
1893, when he sought the repeal of 
the silver coinage act, and,as he em- 
ployed the patronage of his high office 
to “persuade” members to vote for the 
measure, so Mr. Roosevelt is justified 
in like tactics in order to secure the 
act he so-much desires.

From the constitutional point of 
view the device is also pernicious. 
The consti.ution authorizes the presi- 
dent to recommend legislation to con- 
gress, but presumes that when he has 
done this congress will be left free- 
handed to adopt or reject his recom- 
mendations, according to its own un- 
coerced judgment. But under the 
methods suggested as having been 
employed by Mr. Cleveland and now 
adopted by Mr. Roosevelt, the free 
action. of congress is invaded. Mem- 
bers are given to understand that a 
refusal to meet the presidential de- 
mand will cause them to lose control 
of the patronage customarily given 
upon their requests. That means 
much to many of them and unfortu- 
nately few are proof against the 
threat. 

However much to be desired is relief 
for the Cubans, it is uardly worth the 
prostitution of the presidential office 
and the abnegation .of representative 
independence that are involved in this 
method of securing it. We wish Cuba 
to have the legislafion needed to re- 
lieve her industrial conditions, but 
we would rather see congress recreant 
to that plain duty than to see them 
making merchandise of their votes 
and debasing our system of govern- 
ment by such a shameless example of 
barter and sale. Such an exhibition is 
enough to revolt public sentiment and 
damn the president who resorts to the 
device and the party that Suge it.

Annapolis, February 2.—Prince Henry 
of Prussia today visited the school where 
the nation trains its sea defenders and 
met the young men under instruction 
there, He saw them at work and at 
play, and at the close’ of his visit ad- 

dressed them in a complimentary speech 
in which he expressed his confidence that 
they would do their duty @f the count 
called. A driving rain storm poured tor- 
rents of water, but the prince, to whom 
naval warfare has special interest, de- 
clined to take shelter and went through 
every formal feature of the me. 
Besides Secretary Long the Americans 


in the escort of the prince were Senator. 


Hale, Representative Foss, Admirals 
Bradford, Bowles, O’ Neill, Endicott, Terry 
and Kenny, Captains Gigsbee and Lemly, 
Commanders Sutherland and Cowies, As- 


sistant Secretary of State Pierce and. 


Aasistant Secretary of War Sanger. 

Commander Wainwright, superintend- 
ent of the academy, received the prince 
and the entire party was driven through 
the troop-lined streets to the academy. 
Regardless of the deluging rain, there 
were crowds in the sodden streets through 
which the party drove. A national sa- 
lute was fired as the party entered the 
grounds of the naval oollege, and the 
prince at once reviewed the academy 
cor ps. 

When the parade left the field the 
middies hurried to quarters, changed to 
working clothes and hastened to the sev- 
eral working departments. While the 
students were. preparing for inspection, 
the prince was taken to several buildings 
and then he was shown to the armory, 
where a number of the cadets were in 
fencing suits- and after that to the gym- 
nasium, where the sailor boys gave an 
exhbition of their physical training that 
interested him as much as anything he 
@aw during the day. Cadets Laud and 


Ottersen and Cadets Whitney aéd Sim- 


mons boxed two fast bouts, and Cadets 
Rhodes and Wilson wrestled a vigorously 
contested bout. Rhodes finally won, but 
it was the vanquished man wuio got .ae& 
congratulation of the prinee. The prance 
sent for Wilson and shaking his hand, 
said: vit 

‘T am much obléged to you. I am sor- 
ry for you, but you are a good man.’ 

After the exhibition in the gymnasium 
the visitors went to the house of the 
superintendent for tunch. 

At the conclusion of the luncheon the 
cadet corps was drawn up in front of the 
house of the superintendent in prepara- 
tion for the departure of the prince. The 
latter expressed a dasire to speak to 
the cadets. The prince stepped forward 
and said: 

“Gentlemen, I have to thank you very 
much for the way I have been received 
I am greatly pleased to have 
learned the way you are brought up. I 
feel quite sure that you will ajJl do your 
duty whenever your country calls upon 
you. Again ] thank you for this inter- 
esting and pleasant day.’’ 

Commander Wainwright stepped for- 
ward and raising his hat said: 

“Let us give three hearty cheers for 
Prince Henry of Prussia.” His waving 
hat gave the time and the middies roared 
out three cheers. The prince departed 
a moment later. 

Prince Leaves for South. 

Washington, February 28.—Prince Hen- 
ry’s visit to the national capital had a 
fitting culmination tonight in a splendid 
official dinner given at the German em- 
basey and later a’tremendous outburst 
of popular enthusiasm from the German 
residents of Washington, as the imperial 
visitor was about to start for his-south- 
ern and western tour. Those invited to 
meet I@ince Henry at the dinner were 
repnsentatives of the highest official and 
diplomatic society. 

At 9:30 o’clock the long line of German 
marchers who were to serenade the prince 
made their appearance bedring pitch pine 
torches. As the singers gathered Prinee 
Henry stepped up on the baicony and 
amid a storm of cheers bowed his salu- 


} tations to the throng. Then above the 


cheers and applause the voices of the 
singers in ‘‘Das Deutscher Lied,”’ fol:ow- 
ed by “Die Wacht Am Rhein,” and then 
by the “Star Spangied Banner.” As the 
last song was being sung the representa- 
tives of the German Americans of Wash- 
ington were escorted to the balcony, 
where Prince Henry gave them a cordial 
welcome. 

The prince sald: 

“I wish you would give to the United 
States all those good qualities which you 
have brought from the fatherland. En- 
deavor to be useful and good citizens of 
this great and glorious country.” 

At 11 o'clock the. prince, escorted by 
Ambassador Von Holleben and by a squad 
of police, left the embassy for the Penn- 
syivania wPrilroad station, where he 
boarded the special train, which depart- 
ed at 12:30 o’clock for the western and 
southwestern trip. The prince’s suite ac- 
companied him. 

Prince Henry this afternoon enjoyed 
one event not on his official itinerary 
when he and President Roosevelt went in 
a rain storm on a horseback ride of an 
hour and a quarter through Rock creek 
valley and the suburbs in the northwest- 
ern section of the city.

FOR MAOON PUBLIC BUILDING. 


Central City Delegation Appears Be- 
fore Committees of Congress. 

Washington, * February 28.—(Special.)— 
A delegation of prominent citizens ‘of 
Macon appeared before the committee on 
public buildings of the house and genate 
today in the interest of a new public 
building for the Central City. Bills pro- 
viding for the building are pending be- 
fore both bodies. The committee was first 
heard at the house, where Representative 
Bartlett had his fellow-townsmen in 
charge. Later Senator Bacon chaperoned 
them when they appeared before the sen- 
ate committee. The bill they are pressing 
calis for the appropriation of $300,000 for 
the erection of a new building on the 
present postoffice site. This has been 
recommended by the supervising arc%tect 
of the treasury.

Paris, 2%3.—At an extraordinary 
mecting of the shareholders of the new 
Panama Canal Company today President 
Bo read a message from the consul gen* 
eral of Colombia at Paris setting forth 
that. the company could not transfer its 
concession to another nation without first 
the assent of Colombia, modifying the 
stipulations of articles 21 and 22 of the 
agreement. After a discussion, during 
which it was urged that efforts should 
be made to keep the concession for 
France, the meeting adopted a resolu- 
tion expressing approval of the attitude

The J. F. Lester Company submitted a 
proposition to the board of health at its 
meeting yesterday to clean the streets, 
cart off the eweepings and deliver and 


of $80,000, 

After some discussion ét was decided to 
take the matter under advisement and 
to finally act upon it at a special meet- 
ing to be called by the president of the 


board within five uaySs. 

From the discussion which ensued dur- 
ing the meeting, it would seem that 4 
majority of the board is in favor of plac- 
ing the street sweepings out at private 
contract’ and t.iereby reducing'the scope 
of a department which has grown. so large 
as to become unwieldy. : 

At present the equipment of the de- 
partment requires a ilarge outlay of 
money and the care of scores of carts 
and live stock. The city stables are so 
remote as to make a’ gerious wear and 
tear on the stock in going and coming, 
and it is no small matter to care for them, 

For some months past the question of a 
new city stable, more conveniently lo- 
cated, has been up several times, but 
thus far no formal action has been taken. 
If the bid of the Lester Furnace Company 
is accepted there will be no need for new 
stables, as the company has agreed to 
buy the stock and carts at an equitable 
agreement which may be decided on by 


the city. 
Mr. Lester Talks.. 
Mr. Lester, in speaking of the matter 


yesterday, said: 

“After carefully figuring on this prop- 
osition, which I have given a great deal 
of study, I estimate that if the city will 
accept my proposal of $80,000 It will make 
an annual saving of $29,000 over what it 
costs to do the work as it is now done. 
We will furnish a sufficient bond to in- 
sure the careful carrying out of our con- 
tract and will do everything the city 
now does with the exception of inspect- 
ing. Our drivers will Be amenable to the 
authority of the city inspectors, just as 
the city’s employees now are. If we 
should get the contract we could begin 
work by April 1,” 

Mayor Mims was present at the meet- 
ing. While he did not express himself 
as favoring the proposal, he said the 
subject was one that ought to receive the 
careful consideration of the board, and 
if it were decided that any change would 
prove beneficial to the ’city it ought to 
be made. 

“When I look at Atlanta's atreets,’’ said

Application for charter for the Atlanta 
Water and Electric Power Company was 
filed yesterday in the office of the clerk 
of the superior court. This company is 
to establish a big electric light and water 
plant on the banks of the Chattahoochee 


river. 

The company is to be capitalized at half 
a million dollars, all of which amount is 
to be paid in. The incorporators desire 
authority from the couft to increase the 
capital sfock to $2,500,000, should a ma- 
jority of the stockholders so vote. This 
is one of the largest enterprises of the 
kind started in Fulton county. 

The incorporators are 8S. Morgan Smith 
and 8S, Fahs Smith, of York, Pa.; John C. 
Temple, of Philadelphia; Forrest Adair, 
George W. Adair and Jack J. Spalding, 
of Fulton county. 

According to the application for charter, 
which was fite@ by Attorneys King & 
Spalding, the company’s chief offices and 
place of business will be in this county, 
although the incorporators desire the 
privilege of...establishing other offices 
throughout this and other states. 

It is understood that the purpose of the 
company is to furhish electric power at 
such cost that manufacturers in Atlanta 
and in the county will find it cheaper to 
operate their plants by electricity instead 
of steam, as many are doing at present. 
It is expected that the company will 
have an electric railway line 
from its plant to the city. 

It will also be the purpose of the com- 
pany to furnish electricity for lighting 
purposes, and it is‘said that work on the 
plant will begin isimediately after the 
charter has been granted /by the superior 
court. It is understood that all the neces- 
Sary preparations have been made, and 
that those interested are only waiting for 
a charter. 

This is the plant to be erected upon.the 
Bull Sluice property, and has no connec- 
tion with the Randall Shoals property.

had to run the remainder of the distance 
with only one cylinder. 

Train 35 on the Southern, which should 
have reached AtlAnta at 5:10 o'clock ye® 
terday morning, came in yesterday after- 
roon at 5;45 o’clock, atter followirfg& the 
most circuitous route possible between 
Toccoa and Atlanta. Being unable to pass 
the washout below Toccoa, 35 was sent to 
Elberton via the Southern’s branch, the 
oid. Elberton Air Line. From Elberton the 
train was run to Athens over the Sea- 
board Air Line, but as the Seaboard 
Ine to Atlanta was blocked, it was neces- 
sary for the train to run from Athens te 
Lula and from Lula into Ajanta over the 
Southern’s main iine. : 

Traffic Practically Stops. 

The Atlanta and West Point has prob- 
ably suffered from the storm worse than 
any other of the roads. Train 36, which 
should have reached Atlanta Thursday 
night at 11:40 o’clock, did not arrive until 
yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock, while 38, 
due here yesterday morning at 11:49 
c’clock, came in yesterday afternoon at 5 
o'clock. Train No. 35 left Atlanta for 
Montgomery yesterday morning at 5:30 
o'clock on time, not waiting for its east- 
ern tonnection, the Southern. Train 37; 
which should have gone out yesterday 
afternoon at 4:20 u *k, left last night at 
1c o’clock Over the Su ‘hern to Birming- 
ham, from which place it will be run to 
New Orleans via Meridian, Miss. This 
indicates that the line is now in the worst 
condition it has been in and nothing can 
be learned as to when traffic will. be re- 
sumed. Alli loca? 4rajns have been run- 
ning on fairly good time, the trouble being 
at West Point and on the Western of 
Alabama. 

The Southern’s lines south of Atlanta 
have been in such @& condition that it 
was impossible to operate trains on 
them yesterday north of Macon. Below 
Macon the-tracks are all right. Yester- 
day the Southern used the Central of 
Georgia’s line to Macon and so man- 
aged to get its trains through, though 
all were greatly delayed. 

The other roads are making fairly good 
time. All trains on the Central of 
Georgia, the Georgia and the Western 
and Atlantic arrived in Atlanta yester- 
day within a short time after they were 
scheduled. 

However, these roads have had to use 
the utmost vigilance to keep their lines 
clear and it is only fortunate geographi- 
cal situation, assisted by the hardest 
kind of work, that kept them open when 
the other roads were put out of com- 
mission. 

Had To Work in Water. 

The Central of Georgia runs on a ridge 
nearly all the way from Atlanta to 
Macon, but Thursday night it was neces- 
sary for men to work in water up to 
their waists to keep the track on the 
Tight of way just below Griffin.

But the Atlanta and West Point and 
the Seaboard Air Line appear to be in a 
worse predicament now than they have 
been in since the flood began. 

Five bents of the Seaboard: Air Line’s 
bridge over the Savannah river washed 
away yesterday afternoon at 5 o’clock. 
leaving a gap of 75 feet in the bridge. 

A large force of hands are now at the 
bridge and as soon as the water falls 
sufficiently work on the bridge will be- 
gin. It is thought that it can be re- 
paired temporarily either today or to- 
morrow. In the meantime | 
board’s trains may be run from Green- 
wood, 8S.

Mr. Pritchard's addition ‘to the above 
statement is in the following language: 

‘T concur in all the foregoing views ex- 
cept as to the punishment of the junior 
senator from South Carolina.

I make no recommenuation as to the pun- 
ishment to be imposed on the senior sena- 
tor from South Carolina.” : 

Mr. Bacon called attention to what he 
considered an important omission in the 
narrative of the majority of the occur- 
.rences of last Saturday. There was no 
official record of the proceedings in the 
secret legislative session, he said, but 
some of the saiient facts ought to be 
brought out. He said that the senior 
senator from South Garolina (Mr. Till- 
man) had expressed his desire through 
the senator from Kergucky (Mr. Black- 
burn) to make pub acknowledgment 
of his error and to apologize to the sen- 
ate. The junior senator from South Caro- 
Vina (Mr. McLaurin) had expressed the 
pame desire through him (Mr. Bacon). 
He deemed it important that these facts 
should be made a part of the record. 

Mr. Gallinger said that under the sen- 
ate rules it was not competent to move 
to substitute a minority for a majority 
report, otherwise he would move.to sub- 
stitute the minority report for that of the 
majority, as he believed the minorty re- 
port recommended the precise kind of 
punishment that ought to be inflicted 
on the senators involved. When the name 
of Mr. McLaurin, of Mississippi, was 
reached in the roll call he said: 

‘Being related by kinship to one of 
the senators involved I ask to be ex- 
cused from voting.’’ The request was 
granted. 

Mr. McLaurin, of South Carolina, one 
of the offending senators, said in re- 
sponse to his name, which had been re- 
stored to the roll:

Tillman Pale as a Sheet. 

When Mr. Tillman’s name was called 
he rose deliberately.

‘‘Among gentlemen,” safd he slowly, and 
his words were heard distinctly in the 
uttermost parts of the chamber, “‘an 
apology for an offense committed under 
the heat of blood is usually considered 
sufficient.’’

Tillman Withdraws Words. 

As soon as the vote was announced Mr. 
Burrows demanded that the statement 
of Mr. Tillman, made during the roll call, 
be read to the senate.

“The words uttered by me were got in- 
tended to be offensive, and if they were 
so considered [I v@ry gladly withdraw 
them.”’

The effect of the objection is to incor- 
porate Mr. Tiilman’s statement in the 
record of the proceedings. 

The senate. adopted the conference re- 
port on the permanent census bill, and 
then began consideration of the irriga- 
tion measure. Mr. Clark, of Wyoming, 
delivered a speech in support of the 
measure. For a time, later, the senate 
considered -the omnibus claims bill, but 
did not dispose of it before adjournment. 

To Amend Senate Rules. 

Washington, February  28.—Senator 
Platt, of Connecticut, and Senator Hoar, 
today introduced‘ amendments to. the 
senate rules evidently suggested by the 
Tillman-McLaurin episode. Senator 
Piatt’s amendment provides: 

“That it-is in the power of the senate 
to punish a member for disorderly be- 
havior by debarring such member from 
participation in’ the proceedings of the 
seante.” 

Senator Hoar’s amendment reads: 

“No senator in debate shall impute to 
another senator any conduct or motive 
unworthy or unbecoming a senator. No 
senator in debate -shall utter any re- 
proach upon the character or history of 
anv state in the union.” 

Senator Turner introduced a resolution 
declaring it to be the sense of the sen- 
ate that it is not within the province of 
the presiding officer of the senate to 
omit a senator’s name from roll call 
or prevent his performing his senatorial 
functions. 
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TRAIN PLUNGES 
INTO A TORRENT 
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bruised and shocked. anf his back was 
also. wrenched. He was brought to the 
city today by private conveyance and is 
now at his home under the care of Dr. J. 
M. Thomas. The physician says there is 
no need of alarm and while Mr. Stevens

“Refore that could be cleared it was 
necessary to send some distance for the 
section hands and we lost another hour 
there. At Fayetteville we lost consider- 
able time in waiting for orders and it is 
said the engineer telegraphed to the oftid 
cials in Atlanta asking permission to dis- 
continue the trip any farther cn account 
of the dangerous condition of the track. 
Friends at Fayetteville endeavored to per- 
suade me to\ spend the night there, stat- 
ing it would be impossible to reach Co- 
lumbus, but I declined their invitation. I] 
‘was somewhat nervous and spent some 
time in the baggage car talking to Hill 
and. Murray, who assured, me. there 
was no danger, as the engineer was one 
of the most careful men in the employ of 
the Southern..- 

“After passing Woolsey I left the bag- 
gage car and went back into the smoking 
room of the first-class coach and lajd 
down on a seat. I did not go to sleep, 
and heard the awful rending of timbers 
and shriek of escaping steam as the’ en- 
gine and cars plunged into the water of 
the creck. 

“The jar and sudden stopping of our 
car as the brakes were applied threw mo 
acrog the smoker under the oppositr 
seat, while a drummer from New York, 
who occupied the seat, was thrown under 
the one I had so suddenly vacated. ] 
was considerably shaken up but the 
Grummer was not so badly hurt and as- 
sisted me to my feet. The passengers 
rvshed out to see what danger was doue 
and aid the wounded, while Mr. Bullard, a 
Grummer of Griffin, and one of the rail- 
road Officials secured a lantern and ran 
ddéwn the-track for ‘some distance to flag 
cown @ wrecking train, which was fol- 
lcwing wen its way to a wreck which 
occurred earlier in the day somewhere 
rear Raleigh. Only one. or two of us who 
were so badly hurt that we were unable 
to leave, remained in the coach. 

‘The most heartrending event I ever 
witnessed occurred at this time.

About two years 
ago he married Miss Nelson, vf Macon. 
His wife and a baby girl 10 months old 
survive him. Mrs. Murray has been in 
delicate health for some time past and 
Was quite ill at the time her husband left 
Atlanta on his: last run. 


SPECIAL BRINGS INJURED. 


Conductor Kendall, of Columbus, 
Badly Hurt About

The 
body was sent to Griffin, where it was 
prepared for burial. 

Up to a late hour last night no informa- 
tion had been received here as to whether 
the bodies of Engineer A. 8. Matthews, 
of Columbus, and Mail Clerk Leo G. Mur- 
ray, of Atlanta, had been recovered.

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


New York, Yebruary 28.—Bradstreet’s tg; 
morrow will say: ; 

“Current demand is of full volume for this 
season of the year, while buginess on spring 
account goes forward in large volume. This, 
too, in the face of urfavorable weather condi- 
tions in larg? sections of the country.

asking that ten days be allowed instead 


of three or five, as at present. They 
claim they do not have time enough 
now, while the r@ilroads claim it would 
be impossible, to grant further time and 
have sufficient cars to handle the busi- 
nese, 

Prominent among the railroad men 
present were President R. G. Erwin, 
of the Plant system; Hon. F.*. G. 
duBignon, attorney for the Plant lines; 
W. A. Winburn, traffic manager of the 


of.other lines in the southern part of 
the state. Prominent represeniatives of 


the Georgia Saw Mill Association were 


also present. These included Hon. J. J. 
McDonough and W. B. Stillwell, of Sa- 
vannah; Martin Amorous, and others, 
The lumber merchants who were pushing 
the petition were represented by -Hon. 
Walter G. Chariton, of Savannah, and 
Cecil Gabbett, of the firm of Wiley & 
Gabbett, of Savannah. 

Some time ago the railroads extended 
the time for ufloading lumber cars fron 
two days to ten. They claim that this 
privilege was abused and that lumber 
merchants held cars at the port for a 
much longer time, or until they could put 
the lumber right on ship board, thus 
making the lumber cars practically a 
ware house. The railroad people claim 
that this state of affairs deprived them 
of their cars for handling the business, 
and in this the members of the 
Georgia. Saw Mill Association, who 
are great shippers of . lumber, 
sustained the railroads, hence their 
presence at the njeeting yesterday. The 
railroad@ then cut the time down to five 
davs and. after that time charged de- 
murrage. 

The lumber merchants claim that suffi- 
cient time is not allowed them for un- 
loading at the ports and petitioned the 
commission to grant an order directing 
the railroads to extend it to ten days. 

The railroad ‘commission was occupied 
all day yesterday with the case, the argu- 
mente not being concluded until late 
In the afternoon. The matter was taken 
under advisement and a decision will be 
rendered later. i 


STEAMER YEOMAN Is ASHORE. 


Vessel Loaded w with Cotton Strikes 
< at Cape Henry, Va. 

Cape Henry, Va., February 28.—The 
British steamer Yeoman, :4,387 tons, Cap- 
tain Long, and crew of forty-five, from 
Galveston to Liverpool, via Lambert's 
Point, with a cargo of cotton; ‘was 
grounded at Cape Henry at 1:10 a. m. to- 
day. The fog which enveloped the Point 
and a rough sea made the efforts of the 
life-saving crews to render assistance 
exceedingly difficult. Captain Holmes 
and a crew from the life-saving station 
reached the distressed vessel at 2 a; m., 
and rendered all assistance possible. 

The captain and crew of the grounded 
steamer refused tc desert the vessel. 
The fog Tifted at 11:40 and the vessel 
was seen oating safe.at anchor inside 
the eapes, apparently uninjured. She 
passed in at 12:30 p. m., and evidently 
was floated without assistance, as the 
wrecker Rescue was unable to locate 
her in the dense fog. The Yeoman towed 
the Spanish steamer Eneza to the Dela- 
ware breakwater on the -25th instant. 

Two Vessels Ashore. 

Philadelphia, February 28.—The three 
masted schooner Annie T. Bailey, lum- 
ber laden, from Savannah for Philadel- 
phia, is ashore near Cape Henlopen, a few 
miles below the Delaware breakwater. 
She has 8 feet of water in her haid.

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


TO MEET ABOUT MARCH 15 


Chairman duBignon Says Members Heard from 
Generally Favor That Date-=Political Eyes Turned 
on Waycross-=Politics in Morgan Gounty. 


HAIRMAN F. G. DU BIGNON, of | 
the state democratic executive com- 
mittee, arrived in the city yesterday from 
Savannah. He came up on business to 
appear before the railroad commission in 
a matter in which the Plant system is 
much interested. 
Chairman duBignon is now in corre- 


| spondence with the members of the ex- 


ecutive committee and has received let- 
ters from quite a number of them, though 
not sufficiently to determine on just what 
date he will call the committee together. 

“I have heard from quite a number of 
members of the committee,’’ Mr. duBignon 
said, “but not enough to emable me to 
determine on just what date to call the 
committee together. A majority of those 
from whom I have heard, however, favor 
some date about March 15 or a little later 
in the month. As soon as I hear from all 
the members, which will probably be 
within the next few days, I’will fix a 
date for the meeting.’’ 

The meeting of the executive commit- 
tee will, of course, be held in Atlanta. 
There are thirty-five members of it, in- 
cluding Chairman duBignon and Vice 
Chairman E. T. Brown, and it is expected 
nearly every one of them will be here. 
Probably a number of other well known 
Georgta politicians will be in the city at 
the same time, 

Chairman duBignon said he had heard 
no expressions from the members of the 
committee with regard to when the 
primary should be called. That is a 
matter which, of course, will be left 
wholly with the committee. 

“It would be*impossible to say any- 
thing about the primary at this time,” 
he said, “because the members of the 
committee will hae to meet and discuss 
it before anything can be done. No 
date has ‘been suggested earlier than the 
latter part of May, and even if the 
committee did not meet until the latter 
part of March there woul still be 
abont two months between the meeting 
of the committee and the earliest time 
the primary would be called. ‘So far 
as I know there is no special reason 
why the primary should not be held in 
May or. June, as heretofore.’’ 

There have been few expressions from 
the: politicians with regard to the pri- 
mary. The only direct expression that 
has come from any of the candidates is 
that from Mr. Guerry, who wants an 
Augtst primary, and who’ stated’ in his 
card on the subject that he wrote as a 
citizen and not as a candidate for gov- 
ernor. Mr. Guerry’s view was that Au- 
gust would be the best time for the 
farmers, as well as for the business men, 
because they had less to do at that 
time. 

It has been suggested from other 
sources that an early primary is adVisa- 
ble. ‘For the last two campaigns the 
primary has been held in May, and some 
seem to want it at that time. June has 
also been suggested as the month for 
the primary. All these suggestions will, 
no doubt, be taken into consideration by 


the committee and then it will reach its 


own conclusion as to when it should be 
held. 


CANDIDATES AT WAYCROSS.

The matter. was at once referred to At- 
torney General Wright, and he rendered 
a decision yesterday holding that the oil 
would have to Be inspected. The United 
States government recognizes the rights 
of the states to pass inspection laws for 
the protection of their citizens, and g§he 
federal] courts have held that bona fide 
inspection laws were not in any wise an 
interference with the _ interstate 
merce laws. This makes it a_ settied 
proposition, therefore, that all oil coming 
into Georgia, whether for use in this 
state cr not, is subject toa inspection by 
the state authorities.

Whites and Blacks Have a Fight in’ 


‘North Carolina. 

Raleigh, N. C., February 28.—(Special.) 
Seymour Shaffner, a. young white man, 
who, with several companions, went to.the 
house of John Hubbard, colored, in Guil- 
ford county, for the purpose of beating 
or killing a negro in the house, was him- 
self shot and killed. This was only part 
of a general row between drunken wau.-tes 
and negroes. One of the latter was shot 
and his fall was the signal for a shot 
which killed Shaffner. Hubbard and his 
wife are in jail, charged with the kill- 
ing of Shaffner. The negroes anu he 
whites in the section where the fight oc- 
curred tried to keep it quiet and wanted 
no action taken. 


CHARGES OF SENATOR NOEL. 


Says Fifty-Two Seed Oil Mills Are in 
Combine in Mississippi. 
Jackson, Miss., February 28.—(Special.)— 
The charges made against the cotton seed 
oil mill trust by Senator Neel are sweep- 
ing in their nature and he offers to guar- 
antee to the legislature that if conviction 
Woes not follow on the evidence offered 
he will indemnify the state for court 
costs. In his address before the senate he 
Stated that a combine of fifty-two Missis- 
sippi oil mills was formed in Memphis on 
August 29, last, a Vicksburg manager 
being elected president, and <A. G. Per- 
kins, of Memphis, as treasurer, the latter 
on a salary of $2,500 per year; that Mr. 
Perkins pro rates the seed supply of 
Mississippi to these fifty-two mills, re- 
ceives weekly reports from them in gi- 
pher and figures and stipulates to each 
what the price of seed shall be, no mill 
being allowed to pay in excess of this 
fixed price, which takes effect with all 
mills on the same day; that a fund is 
raised for the purpose of ‘fighting the mills 
that violate the agreement or refuse to 
join the combine, the fund now amount- 
ing to about $20,000; that the mills pay 
10 cents per ton on ‘seed received to 
keep up the expenses of the organization, 
and an initiation fee of $250 is required; 
thet traveling auditors are employed to 
check up the books of the yarious milis 
at regular intervals, and by the system 
of reports each .mil!l can tell the amount 
of seed received by every other mill in 

the state and the pesos paid therefor. 

The charge of Senator Neel created 
euch a strong impression that the senate 
promptiy passed the anti-trust bill, and 
it has been sent to the house for consider- 
ation by that body, 


Railroads Objetc to Rule. 


Columbia, 8S. C., February 28.—(S8pecial.) 
After hearing a protest from railroad 
men, the railroad commission hag in- 
definitely suspended the rule requiring 
the roads to place and move cars in cer- 
tain periods. The roads claimed such a 
rule would seriously interfere with inter- 
state shipments, as the roads would not 
be, able to part with their equipment to 
accommodate through shipments; that 
they would be forced to transfer freight 
at terminal points, causing delay and 
expense.

PROFESSOR CLARK CHARMS — 
A SPLENDID AUDIENCE 


HE reading of Professor S. H. Clark 
T at the Grand last night was an 

offering never excelled in the history 
of the lecture association here, and, per- 
haps, rarely equaled anywhere. 

The subject chosen by.the lecturer was 
the plaintive story of Paolo and Fran- 
cesca. The unhappy tale of their burning 
passion and the final retribution which 
overtook the guilty lovers was handled 
with the delicacy of sympathetic feeling 
‘and the authority of a perfect apprecia- 
tion. : as 

Professor Clark treated his subject 
thoroughly, at times emphasizing the 
strong points of the narrative, and, when 
necessary, leaving the imagination to 
complete the story. In the garden scene 
between. Paolo and Francesca, Professor 


Clark was particularly effective. He ex- 
ercises a control over his voice, beauti- 
fully modulated and surpassing in power 
of expression that of many of the most 
prominent members of the dramatic pro- 
fession, which is wonderful, and which 
greatly enhances the value of his recital.
